All Republican candidates carried 
Narberth Tuesday, maintaining last 
year's thousand-vote margin. Squire 
Joseph Magarity, though defeated for 
re-election, enjoyed the largest Demo- 
cratic total — 579. President Roose- 
velt polled 853 here last year; but 
after all, Joe wasn't running for 
president. 

Judge Holland won 1943 votes, 
Judge Knight 1941; both judges being 
unopposed, in accordance with Demo- 
cratic policy. As a result, their to- 
tals were the highest. Prothonotary 
Bechte] won 1538 to his opponent's 
390; Glass, for jury commissioner, 
1559 to his opponent's 4G3. 

Edwin P. Dold was re-elected tax 
collector, 1495 to Mrs. Olive S. O'Sul- 
livan's 474. John R. Hall, burgess, 
remains such, thanks to 1534 votes to 
Anton Emil Wohlert's 432. F. R. 
GifTord is still borough auditor, with 
1423 votes versus Harvey Cook's 422. 

There will be three new borough 
councilmen: Walter A. Fox, 1529 
votes; Henry P. Carr, 1521; Frank A. 
Schrcpfer, 1519;— and Councilman 
Clarence Kaeber was re-elected, 1505. 

Their opponents polled: Kenneth L. 
M. Pray, 478; Charles Jenkins, 409; 
Jesse Hause. 404; Bruce E. Beyer, 
383.

The authentic story of silver in 
America from 30,000 years B. C. may 
be told when the expedition now work- 
ing in Nevada makes its report, ac- 
cording to Miss E. Alberta Brenner, 
who spoke to 100 members of the 
Women's Community Club of Nar- 
berth, at their meeting Tuesday. 

Miss Brenner traced the use of 
silver from civilization 200,000 years 
B. C, through the worship of silver 
images in Babylon, through Queen 
Elizabeth's time when a person 
showed his high rank by bringing his 
own silver spoon to a banquet, through 
the pounding of crude silver recep- 
tacles from coins by the early New 
England blacksmiths, through the 
discovery of silver in America in 1869, 
down to modern times when silver is 
essential in surgery and in the de- 
veloping process of movies. 

An exquisite silver teapot, said to 
surpass the work of Cellini, was 
shown in Miss Brenner's display, as 
she told the story of Arnold, its crea- 
tor. In 1915 a wealthy man ordered 
the Gorham Company to make a serv- 
ice of six pieces, to embody the con- 
summate beauty of all ages. Arnold, 
chosen to make the decoration, worked 
386 days to complete the first piece, 
the teapot. Then he died and the 
other pieces were never made, be- 
cause the teapot, like a painting, 
could be duplicated by no one but 
the artist himself. That is why it is 
called "The Unfinished Masterpiece." 

Miss Brenner traced the making of 
a silver pitcher and showed the tools 
used in each process. No machinery

Well Babies At Child Health Center 
Volunteer Women's Greatest Interest 



The Child Health Center of Nar- 
berth. What is it? What does it do? 
It is the main project of the Wom- 
en's Community Club of Narberth, 
established by them in 1930 and sup- 
ported by them and the Narberth 
Board of Health. It plays a vital 
part in the health program of the 
community. Eight to fifteen children 
from infancy to school age are exam- 
ined from 2 to 4 every Wednesday 
in the Center rooms behind the Fire 
House. Expectant mothers are shown 
equipment necessary for a new-born 
baby and are taught its care. 

This is primarily a program in pre- 
ventative child health, to educate 
mothers to keey well babies well. This 



is no charity ward, but a modern serv- 
ice given free to intelligent mothers 
of the community. Babies needing 
medical attention are referred to their 
own physicians, or to the Bryn Mawr 
Hospital clinic if the family is on 
relief. Babies are weighed and meas- 
ured each week, toxoids are given 
when needed, corrective work is sug- 
gested and watched afterwards. Dr. 
D. S. Polk, pediatrician on the staff 
at Bryn Mawr and Children's hospi- 
tals, is in charge with Miss Bessie 
M. Drane, visiting nurse of the Bor- 
ough of Narberth, assisting.

A staff of enthusiastic volunteers] 
handles the routine work each week. 
Mrs. Farmer has given her time one 
day a week throughout the year for 
the seven years of the Center's ex- 
istence, and Mrs. Knauer and Mrs. 
Drew have each been with it for six 
years. Some of the other volunteers 
are: Mrs. C. W. Sunderland, Mrs. C. 1 
E. Starr, Mrs. W. H. Muller. All 
are members of the Narberth club. 

The report given at the executive 
committee meeting covering the month 
of September includes: Number given 
toxoid, 6; number examined by Dr. 
Polk, 73; number attending for the 
first time this year, 12; cases referred 
to physicians, 4 ; cases referred to 
Other agenceia, 2. 

The corrective work of the Center 
is most important. Many parents feel 
they cannot afford a doctor for a child 
unless he is ill, but a check-up at the 
Center warns the mother of any de- 
fects and enables her to have them 
corrected before the child's health is 
impaired. Several weeks ago Dr. 
Polk noticed a squint in the eye of a 
three-year-old girl and sent her to an 
ophthomologist for glasses. Her eyes 
will be tested at intervals at the 
Center and by the time she goes to 
school they should be normal. Many 
cases of bad tonsils are discovered 
and referred to doctors before the 
child's general health is affected. Doc- 
tor Polk recently removed a large 
stomach which was causing starva- 
tion in a five weeks' old baby, and 
each week that baby is checked at 
the Center. 

Center babies are fat and healthy 
as a rule. The volunteers are proud 
of the three sets of twins who come 
frequently. The volunteers prepare 
the room before two o'clock. Each 
child has his own little table to lie 
upon while he is stripped for weigh- 
ing. Then he is dressed and waits 
his turn for consultation in the doc- 
tor's office. Equipment is sterilized 
hospital-clean. Babies with a possi- 
ble illness are kept outside until the 
doctor can examine them — no infec- 
tious diseases are allowed in. 

Although the Center is financially 
maintained by the club and the board 
of health, it works with the Health 
and Civic Association, which covers 
the territory from Villanova to Over- 
brook. Mrs. Gable made her report 
on the Association at the Center exe- 
cutive meeting. She said the Associa- 
tion has ten visiting nurses and needs 
eleven. The nurses are supported by 
various funds: a patient pays any- 
thing he can afford from a dollar a 
visit down; two insurance companies 
pay a fraction; proceeds from the 
Bryn Mawr Horse Show and other do- 
nations help; and the Board of Health 
of the district served contributes. 

Miss Drane's report from the As- 
sociation on nursing service for Sep- 
tember in Narberth and Merion cov- 
ers the following 152 visits: Matern- 
ity, 40; pre-natal, 12; post-partum, 
17; newborn, 11; non-communicable, 
88; health supervision, 21; infant, G; 
pre-school, 12; school, 3; other visits, 
3; miles traveled, 282. Miss Drane
